DUCATION MINISTER LESLIE 
Peterson has indicated the poli- 
tical defence for the political threat 
of a $57,000 B.C. Teachers’ Federa- 
tion campaign against the govern- 
ment’s recent amendments to the 
school act. His statement that ‘we 
eould not compel every teacher to 
join a federation which used part of 


its dues money for political pur-. 


poses”, means one thing only: the 
possible lifting by the government 
of present regulations which make 
membership in the federation com- 
pulsory for all who wish to to teach 
in the provincial system. ‘That 
would be the end of ‘closed shop” 
advantages. 

The minister’s response will do 
little to relieve the concern felt by 
teachers over changes in the act 
which give the government greater 
control over administration of the 
schools, at the expense of school 
boards, and place; more firmly in 
the minister's hands the reins of 
school. financing in relation to op- 
erating expenses. Still less will it 
diminish the federation's wariness 
of a government which one member 
called “anti-educational,” 

But both sides should make very 
sure that the interests of education 
in this province do not suffer from 
any political battles waged by those 
most..closely involved in its admin- 
istration. There should be no losing 
sight of the real goal, which is that 
the youth of this province must have 
the best education we can reason- 
ably provide. That is a vital key to 
existence in this final phase of the 
twentieth century, 

The teachers have a distrust of 
the government, but their own posi- 
tion is not invulnerable, While they 
are anxious to promote and develop 
a system most advantageous to their 
pupils, they also have interests of 
their own. 

As members of the profession 
they naturally desire to preserve 


the Schools 


their strength for. negotiations.on 


-such matters as working conditions 


and salaries.’ It is logical for them 
to assume that they can be more ef- 
fectively persuasive against individ- 
ual groups of trustees than against 
the government. Tighter govern- 
ment control over school expendi- 
ture restricts the elbow room of 
trustees in such negotiations, with 


“a corresponding limitation of the 


concessions which can be made to 
teachers. 


The protest of the federation 
does not take into consideration 
some elements in the. school act 
amendments which could, under 
eertain circumstances, be beneficial. 
If the government, through the 
minister, established a “basic pro- 
gram” of very high standard, stu- 
dents would not suffer and school 
boards could provide reasonable ex- 
tras within the allowable 10 per 
cent excess above basic costs. 


The provision permitting the 
school boards to seek approval from 
the municipalities, the ratepayers, 
or in emergencies, from the cabinet, 
for expenditures above the addi- 
tional 10 per cent does not close the 
door to improvements beyond the 
basic program. Ratepayers should 
have the right to decide what they 
will pay in cases where.a school 
board might be extravagant. 


The nature of the legislation es 
it is, however, provides no definite 
assurance that standards will be 
raised, that educational opportunity 
will be graded upward instead of 
levelling off at mediocrity. From 
this point of view the teachers’ pro- 
test is understandable. They are 
familiar with the “brains or black- 
top” argument and have not been 
encouraged by its outcome in recent 
years. But perhaps the wisest course 
in the present. circumstances is to 
see how the new legislative provis- 
ions work out.

And it is this major 
event which also engages: the ser- 
ious attention of Mr. Trudeau as he 
assesses the advantages of postpon- 
ing an election call or announcing 
one almost immediately. 


As never before, Canada now 
waits to see what its new leader 
will do, for Mr. Trudeau represents 
a choice that: is hard to explain 
within the traditional concept of the 
cautious Canadian character. What 
really remains to be discovered is 
whether the changing tempo of -the 
world~-has.-.reaehed-.the.-Canadian 
pulse _and.conditioned_Canadians-to 
accept a new political prototype, or 
whether the break-away gesture of 
the Liberal convention will be re- 
jected by the country at large. 

That is a large question mark to 
carry into. the government front 
benches, though Mr. Trudeau ap- 
pears to be confident: that he*can 
But there is much more 
on trial than a man in the present 
Situation: the basic nature of the 
country is also under test. There 
could be surprises all round. 


Easing the Trailer Park Demand 


HE ENTERPRISE OF A BRIT- 

ish Columbia company involved 

in creating trailer parks of high 

standards for tourists deserves gen- 
eral commendation. 

This is a development which 
should increase the amenities of the 
province for a particular type of' 
visitor—-the oné who brings his own 
home-on-wheels with him and who 
wants appropriate facilities. In ad- 
dition to choosing sites close to at- 
tractive areas, the company fur- 
nishes them with sewer connectigns, 
electricity and water, a recreation 
hall,’a laundromat and a. washroom 
for a modest fee. 

Development of such facilities 
in the province will serve_a double 


purpose. In the first instance it will 
provide what a specialized type pf 
visitor Wants. In the second it will 
free the provincial parks branch 
from-demands for such facilities and 
allow it to proceed with the develop- 
ment of parks better suited to sleep- 
out, and relatively short-run, camp- 
ing needs. 

There is a place for high-grade 
trailer parks in British Columbia, 
but they should not cut into the re- 
sources of the parks branch to a 
point whare other types of campers 
are deprived -of less sophisticated 
services. At this stage of parks pro- 
gramming, private interests are 
serving a useful purpose in meeting 
the specialized need.

Mr. Hamilton Ignores the Authorities 


N his television address last week 

Mr. Alvin ‘Hamiltor® developed in 
remarkably vague fashion an argument 
for selectivity in employing monetary 
and fiscal policies 
to redress regional 
disparities in Canada. 
Such an approach 
has been hinted at by 
other public figures 
in recent weeks, and, 
given the credit con- 
ditions now prevail- 
ing in ,the country, 
this is not surprising. 
For it ean easily 
be shown that un- 
employment is much higher in some 
regions than in others and that the 


restraints necessary to curb inflation in . 
growth areas are ill-suited to the re-° 


quirements of others where conditions 
are slack. 

But what is the practical alternative? 
Mr. Hamilton did not go beyond 
generalities and these are of no use. How 
can monetary policy be made selective 
so that it is possible to fight inflation in 
Toronto while stimulating growth in 
Halifax through an easy money policy? 
No politician has yet provided persuasive 
answers to these: questions. 

There is wide agreement that mone- 
tary policy should be reinforced by fiscal 
policy. In the past the tendency has been 
to rely. too heavily on monetary policy 
and this is one reason offered for our 
inadequate economic performance... But 
although the two sets of policy are 
generally linked in public discussion, it 
dues not follow that they are alike. 

Fiscal policy can and does. dis- 
criminate. For example, luxury goods, 
such as tobacco and liquor, are taxed at 
very high rates..Since the early days of 
Confederation, special incentives have 
been Uffered to promote development in 
the national-.interest. There may very 
well be 2 case, as Mr. John Turner has 
suggested, for granting special tax 
treatment to people who are willing to 
sacrifice the amenities of the south in 
order to work in the north. The Russjans 
do so and, considering the importance of 
the north for vur future, we might be 
wise to emulate them in this respect. 

But monetary policy is different; a 
fact recognized by various inquiries in 
recent years. Thus the Porter Royal 
Commission on banking and finance had 
this to say on the subject: 


Difficulties of Difference 


“In devising. policies appropriate for 
the country as a whole, the authorities 
will als havé to take ‘account of regional 
problems. Seasonally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rates in November.-1963, . for 
example, were —9:5-—per—cent— inthe 
Atlantic region, 7.2: per cent in Quebec 
and. 6% per cent in British. Columbia, 
compared to 3.6 per cent in Ontario and 
3.1 per cent on the Prairies. The extent 
to which both regional and seasenal 
pockets of unemployment can be eradi- 
cated will clearly play’an important-role 
in. determining how successful we are in 
attaining full employment levels on a 
national basis. In this endeavour-general 
fiscai and monetary measures-have little 
part t) play beyond maintaining an 
appropriate broad level of. demand. 
Federal taxes and services cannot easily. 
be different in ‘different parts of the 
country, nor is it possible to conceive of 
a meaningful regional monetary .policy

{t is to be noted'here that regional 
monetary policy is not rejected because 
it might be difficult or have offsetting 
disadvantages; it is ruled out as 
inconceivable. Nothing could be more 
emphatic. 

The commission did suggest—regional 
development funds in areas where high 
interest rates were the obstacles. This 
technique,=involving subsidization, is 
being used now. But the report added: 
“we did not find significant evidence that 
an inability to obtain capital was the 
basic difficulty in regions of the country 
characterized by high unemployment.”’ 

In a speech at Kingston. last August, 
Mr. Rasminsky, the governor of the 
Bank of. Canada, recognized the uneven 
impact- of tight credit conditions—on 
different groups and sectors of the 
economy, He continued: 


Rasminsky’s Opinion 

“The regional problem is a very real 
one. It is not possible to have credit 
conditions tight in the ecunomy as a 
whole without having them relatively 
tight in’ each region, including those 
where economic activity may be increas 
ing mere slowly than the national 
average. In a country like Canada, which 
Stretches across 4,000 miles and is made 
up of various economic regions with 
different economic characteristics’ and 
differen. ecunomic problems, there are 


bound to be times“when the appropriate 
national monetary policy-is not entirely 
suited to each region. The fact that 
monetary policy is subject to these 
limitations .,. means that,. if our 
econoinic goals are to be achieved, a 
good deal of reliance must be placed on 
the other economic policies, including 
policies which are pinpointed to particu- 
lar situations that can be combined with 
monetary policy.’ 


Economic Council Proposal 


For some years. the Economic Council 
of Canada has been considering — and it 
still is considering — this problem of 
regional disparities. In its second annual 
review, it devoted a long chapter to the 
subject and in summary listed six 
conclusions and recommendations. 
Nowhere did it suggest that monetary 
policy could be regionalized. But the last 
recommendation poirited in exactly the 
opposite direction. 

“The avvidance of self-defeating 
restrictive and divisive measures which 
interfere with the free flow of goods, 
capital, labor and enterprise between all 
the provinces. Such measures must: be 
avoided if we are to achieve .simul- 
taneously the twin goals of more 
satisfactory growth in every region and 
a rapid expansion of the national 
economy frum which all would benefit." 

Thus the weight of expert evidence 
against Mr. Hamilton is truly for- 
midable. Fhe Conservative caucus should 
have another, and sceptical, look at its 
outline of studies.

Some belleve- that the long, shadowy 
power struggle has reached its critical” 
phase, Mao is Still on the scene and his 
rabble-rousing wife and friends still stir 
the ferment in the provinces; Outsiders 
cannot fathom Chvu's complex loyalties 
but he is plainly the man most trusted 
by Mao, the intellectuals, and the army. 


,Chou is a séasoned, and flexible 
specialist ‘in the rhythm of revolutions, 
His favorite proverb is said to be? ‘no 
destruction, no construction” and he is 
presumed now to be seeking ways “to 
fashion a new China from the ashes of 
the Cultural Revolution, This is a highly 
intricate task’ in a volatile, political. 
climate. 


A clué to his progress came recently 
in the replacement of three high 
officials, all named during. the revolu- 
tion's radical phase. The-new appointee 
as acting Army Chief of. Staff, Huang 
Yung-sheng,,was bitterly denounced by 
the Red Guards last fall because he set 
out to-1estore order to the Canton region, 

These changes are the first hints 
since November that the balance of 
power is moving into less doctrinaire 
hands. However, the slowness with which 
the post-revolution leadership is taking 
shape is a clue to the difficulty of 
restoring cohesion to a society which haa 
been stirred against itself.

WASHINGTON— 
President John F. Ken- 
nedy occasionally used to 
recall the ancient Chi- 
nese proverb: “A journey 
of a thousand miles must 
begin with a single step.” 
Despite many years. of 
bitter hostility, the United 
States and the Communists of 
Vietnam today are pdvised to 
take that first important step. 


* But the distance that both 


must travel to close the gap 
between them is very great 
and the road is strewn with 
dangerous pitfalls. 

The way for making a start 
on the long journey ahead was 
cleared -by the yielding from 
previously intractable po's i- 
tions. on the part of both sides. 

President Lyndon Johnson 
took the -first initiative ~ by 
announcing a decision on 
March. 31..to restrict U.S. 
bombardment of the North 
despite the- absence of recip- 
rocal de-escalation by the 
Communists, which he had 
been demanding as-a quid pro 
quo for such a move, 

The gesture took on im- 
mensely greater significance 
because it was coupled with 


his announcement that he 
would not seek re-election this 
fall, thereby reducing the 


suspicion that he was merely 
engaged in a. manoeuvre for 
domestic political purposes. 


Astonished 


To the astonishment of most 
observers, including admin 
stration officials, Hanoi res- 
ponded with an offer to’ enter 
into discussions with the 
United States about cessation 
of all hostile activities against 
its territory, to be followed by 
actual peace negotiations once 
this had been done. 

This represented a major 
retreat from its previous 
unyielding refusal to’ hold 
discussions of any kind with 
U.S. authorities so. long as 
North Vietnam was under 
attack, a retreat that was 
made all the more notable 
after it developed that Mr. 
Johnson’s-restriction.still_per- 
mitted bombing as much as 
225 miles north of the demili- 
tarized zone. 

Despite Mr. Johnson’s_re- 
peated assurances in the past 
that he was prepared to have 
representatives of his admin- 
istration go anywhere at any 
time to discuss any aspect of 
the Vietnam situation with 
North Vietnamese officials, 
Washington received Hanoi's 
offer to talk—-with deep 
distrust, apparently fearful 
that it was in danger of being 


Jed into a trap of its own 
making. 

Suspicious 

“The administration — is 


eager to talk to North Viet- 
nam about. Hanoi’s latest 
peace proposals, but it is 
frankly suspicious that it is 
merely being invited to talk 
about ending the war on the 
enemy’s terms,” New York 
Times columnist James 
Reston. reported. 

The reaction of the admini- 
stration only served to under- 
line the yawning gulf that 
separates the United States 
and Communist authorities, 
for the North Vietnamese and 
their allies in the South have 
had equally good reason to 
suspect that they are being 
invited to talks about ending 
the war on U.S. and .South 
Vietnamese terms. 

As The New Republic mag- 
azine observed recently, Mr. 
Johnson’s repeated profes- 
sions about his desire for 
peace in Vietnam tend to be 
irrelevant. ‘‘For what is win

dispute is not the president's 
desire for peace, but the 
terms on which he is willing 
to settle,” the magazine said 
in an editorial. “His asking 
price for: an end to’ the 
fighting has been, and is, 
capitulation by Hanoi and 
victory for ‘our’ Vietnamese, 
a price higher than Hanoi will 
pay.” 

In his. announcement last 
month of the restriction in the 
tombing of the North, Mr. 
Johnson: warned that the 
United States would not ac- 
cept any “fake solutions to 
this' long and arduous struggle 
and call it peace.” To date, 
however, the. administration 
has provided little indication 
it is prepared to settle for. any 
solution short of the kind of 
victory that would eliminate 
the military and _ political 
power of the Communists in 
South Vietnam. 


For its part, the South 
Vietnamese government has 
insisted that it would reject 
almost any concession to the 
Communists, other than per- 
haps a willingness to accept 
into the fold present members 
of the National Liberation 
Front, the political arm of the 
Viet Cong, who rejected their 
allegiance to that organiza- 
tion. " 

Writing in the current issue 
of Foreign Affairs magazine, 
Chester L. Cooper, a former 
White House aide and advisor 
on Vietnam negotiating ques- 


tions, who is now a director of 
the Institute “for Defence 
Analyses, maintained that the 
United States and ‘its allies 
had the skill and leverage to 
work out a satisfactory settle- 
ment. 

The essential condition, 
however, was that “we are, in 
fact, talking about a negotia- 
tion “and not a_ surrender 
ceremony, and provided, too, 
that Hanoi is willing to engage 
in serious discussions.” 

While he- dealt at length 
with the complexities of ne- 
gotiations, Mr. Cooper un- 
forturiately did not indicate 
clearly what he considered 
might provide even a frame- 
work for a political settle 
ment. 


Based on Geneva 


In his- own address. on 
March 31, Mr. Johnson did 
suggest that ‘“‘peace can be 
based on the Geneva accords 
of 1954, under political condi- 
tions that permit the South 
Vietnamese — all the South 
Vietnamese — to chart their 
course free of any outside 
domination or interference.” 

Mr. Cooper agreed in- his 
article that certain of the 
principles of fhe 1954 Geneva 
accords would still be accep- 
table today, although —the 
policing and supervisory me- 
chanism would have to be 
strengthened. 

“There are certain pro- 
visions, such as those dealing 


with amnesty, the sanctity of 
the DMZ (demilitarized zone), 
the integrity of the two 
national entities, and elections 
leading toward eventual unifi- 
cation, which are still applica- 
ble,” he wrote. 

Although Mr. Johnson and 
Mr. Cooper refer to the 
Geneva accords as a possible 
basis for a new peace; it is 
clear that what Mr. Johnson 
suggests, if not Mr. Cooper as 
well, bears almost no relation 
ta that agreement. 


The essence of the Geneva 


accords was that Vietnam 
was to be considered one 
country, .not two ~ national 


entities as Mr. Cooper as- 
serted and Mr. Johnson im- 
plied. The withdrawal of the 
two.o pposing Vietnamese 

forces. to either side of a 
temporary ceasefire line was 
to be followed within two 
years by the election of a 
national goverriment for the 
whole of Vietnam. ‘ 

This is a fact that is as 
clear as the English language 
can make it, although the 
United States has persisted in 
attempting to distort the 
interpretation which even it 
originally accepted in a State 
Department white paper a 
few years ago. 

Now the official administra- 
tion line is that what. the 


accords provided for was only— 


the election of national 
governments in ‘North and 
South Vietnam, which subse-

Some months ago one of us 
chatted with John Turner 
about rivals in the leadership 
race. It came 
to. Pierre El- 
liott Trudeau. 
His summa- 
tion was 
vivid, and 
will surprise 
those who see 
Turner hi m- 
self as a 
m u.ch-advan- 
taged lad. 

It went like this: Trudeau 
has had several inestimable 
advantages which, taken to- 
gether, make him unique and 
potent in politics. Firstly, he 
has no hostages to fortune in 
wife and children, even to 
neighborhood, to commuhity. 


Secondly, he grew up in a 
home where bilingualism was 
taken for* granted and where 
his intellectual precocity was 
early recognized and given 
play. 

Thirdly, he’s never‘shad to 
worry about money, either 
about the lack of it or about 
the burden of 
having. to 
manage too 
much of it. 
Consequently 
ly, John Tur- 
ner believed 
Mr. Trudeau 
had a ,rare 
kind of ab- 
solute indi- 
vidual fre e- 
dom from 
normal concerns. No need to 
prove himself. No need to 
make his way. No fretting 
whether his actions. might 
harm his career. And he used 
this freedom and confidence 
to travel, kibitz, play, think, 
write, study, experiment — to 
get a kind of liberal education 
and ‘a personal detachment 
possible to few mem in any 
age, 

Many—would—see—a mirror 
image here from Turner to 
Trudeau. Certainly, the view 
of Turner which the public 
has had is “‘born with a silver

spoon” looks, physique, 
‘brains; money, and Princess 
Margaret. 


Turner looks backward to 
his childhood with a different 
judgment. He sees it in 
terms of struggle, persever- 


ance, proving himself, push- 
ing, driving,--always rather 
haunted by a lack of confi- 


dence, a wonder about himself 
— could he make it? 

It's no mystery. Turner is 
less -sure of _ himself than 
Trudeau, more highly-strung,. 
a “quarterhorse,” almost 
febrile in energy and twitch. 

We've ‘been pushing hard 
here and perhaps too analyti- 
cally, partly to put the new 
leader into a comparative 
frame but more to set up an 
appreciation of what may well 
be a major tension within the 
Liberal Party in the next few: 
years. 

Repeatedly since he came 
into politics Turner has pro-- 
claimed himself a pragmatist. 
Since this can, by definitign 
and usage, be an. invidious 
label, Turner must not mean 
one: who is  over-busy in 
affairs of state and thus a 
man without plan or theory or 
perspective.

He means:a man less or 
little -concerned with an over- 
arching system of ideas or 
ideology and determined to be 
practical and useful in an ad 
hoc, unemotional process. 

It was most interesting that 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau, post- 
elevation, gave us some of his 
own views of himself. ‘‘Essen- 


tially,’ he. said, ‘I'm a 
pragmatist.” 
There’s one good reason 


(perhaps excuse is a. better 
word) why a young politician, 
like Turner and Trudeau, 
vouches himself a pragmatist. 

His elders are less likely to 
consider him dangerous. 
There’s that tendency of the 
older and more experienced to 
become less idealistic and 
cynical about idealism and 
radical undertakings. 

An idealist brings a synoptic 
view and some principles to 
political action. Usually, his 
view is global, and, at the 
least, national in scope. His 
belief is often doctrinaire or 
systematic, stemming from 
theoretical foundations, say in 
Marxism or Christianity or 
from a belief in the tribal or 
national group, He couches his 
ideals in emotion and feeling, 
as well as in axioms. 

Now: Remember John Tur- 
ner proclaiming, “I am a 


nnabugs 
Canadian nationalist’ ta the 
convention, Remmber his vi- 
brant talk of “‘heart’’ and 
“euts,’* 

Remember his emphasis on 
youth and drive and deter- 
mination and change. These 
are preconceptions of the 
idealist: At the least, they are 
not the words of the thorough- 
going ‘pragmatist. The prag- 
matist isa pretty static guy. 

He's neither: trying to con-* 
vert anyone to.a set of ideas 
nor wishing to imbue them 
with any deep emotions. 

“Cool if, man. Thé irony of 
the pragmatist is that he has 
no real function in most 
political situations unless he is 
set between two contrary or 
contending-set of set of ideals. 
For example, a pragmatist 
has no.-set approach toa 
nationalistic problem such as 
the enormous and continuing 
American investment in Can- 
ada. This is either the worry 
of Canadian nationalists (e.g. 
John Turner)-or a right>and 
encourageable course for 
those who believe in continen- 
talism. 

It seems to us that the 
consistency of the leadership 
campaign went to Trudeau. 
He was just what he-said—he 
was, a pragmatist. We are 
left with a man for whom the 
dead centre, perfect equilib- 
rium, is correct — for the 
individual, for society, for 
government. The exercise of 
power is only needed in order 
to get back to balance. 

x * * 


Mr. Turner sloughed off his 
pragmatism more and more 
as the campaign developed. 
By the last nights, Friday in 
his speech, Saturday in stay- 
ing on the ballot to the end, 
he was out on a limb, much 
more alone than any of his 
Cabinet colleagues. 

If he keeps to this posture 
and these determinations in 
the- months ahead with any 
consistency, and if he does it 
with some care, he will be an 
alternative, another pole, a 
rival while working as “a 
colleague of Mr. Trudeau in 
the government. If — and it is 
possible — someone has to 
pick up the pieces from 
Trudeau failure in a few 
years, Mr. Turner will be 
right handy.

Oil Industry: 
Fights Threat 
Of Inflation 


By BORIS MISKEW 

MONTREAL (CP) — The oil 
industry has been fighting off 
the challenge of inflation by 
arming itself with the most 
modern technological equipment 
available, an oil executive said 
Wednesday. 

John R. Patton said upon his 
appointment as president of Ca- 
nadian Petrofina Ltd, the. oil in- 
dustry has managed to keep its 
prices down for years despite 
steadily rising costs. 

Mr. Patton succeeded A, F. 


_Campo who was named chair- 


man ofthe board-and chief exe 
ecutive officer of Canadian. Pe- 
trofina, 

He said. his oil company’s 
price of gasoline has actually 
gone down since it opened its 
refinery just east of Montreal in 
1955, 

The 1968 wholesale price of 
gasoline in Quebec’ was down to 
16.8 cents a gallon from 20.3 
cents in 1955. 

Despite this. drop the current 
retail price of 44.9 cents a gal- 
lon for regular-grade gasoline is 
the same as it was in 1955 al- 
though it had fluctuated down- 
ward during the early 1960s, 

The 1955 retail price included 
® 13cent Quebec provincial tax 
and a federal tax of 1.6 cents. 
The 1968 price includes a pro-~ 
vincial tax of 19 cents and a fed- 
eral-tax of two cents, 

M. Patton said the lower re- 
tail price of gasoline in the 
1960s has been increased .to. the 
1955 level through increases in 
the provincial tax. 

Mr, Patton, a native of Am- 
herst, N.S., received a Bachelor 
of Science degree in chemistry 
from Mount Allison University 
and a Doctorate of Philosophy. 
from the’ University of Toronto 
before entering the oil industry. 

He said the industry has un- 
dergone tremendous scientific 
and technological changes since 
the 1920s and attributed its 
growth without price increases 
proved facilities.’’

A growing consensus toward 
a “moderate” solution on the 
basis of ‘special status for 
Quebec was shattered first by 
the February federal-provin- 
cial conference and now by 
the Trudeau accession, in the 
view of Mr. Morin. 


“We're entering a period of 
intense agitation and ma- 
noeuvring, probably a period 
of great instability in federal- 
provincial relations as be- 
tween Ottawa and Quebec.” 


Mr. Morin was interviewed 
as the privately-organized Es- 
tates General opened a new 
“in-depth” study—a long ~Se- 
ries of meetings—to ascertain 
constitutional views in Quebec 
and throughout French Can- 
ada. 


This could lead to the set- 
ting up of ‘‘sub estates gen- 
eral” in the minority French- 
language regions—the West, 
Ontario and the Maritimes, he 
Said. 


TOOK RADICAL LINE 


Regional meetings of those 
grvups would perhaps be held 
before another full-scale na- 
tional assizes here in the late 
fall along the lines. of last 
November’s -meeting,- which 
amounted to a giant constitu- 
tional festival of nationalistic 
fervor. Many outside-Quebec 
French-Canadians were 
shocked at the radical tone of 
resolutions. 


The Estates General is 
made up of French-Canadians 
elected from within the ranks 
of intermediary organizations 
such as school boards, profes- 
sional groups, nationalist so- 
cieties, trade unions, munici- 
palities and chambers of com- 
merece. The November meet- 
ing was attended by delegates 
from all. provinces — except 
Newfoundland. 

The organization is pat- 
terned after the Estates Gen- 
eral first established in 
France in 1302 to advise the 
government on various prob- 
lems, particularly those deal- 
ing with planned changes in 
the constitution, Associate 
professor in law at University 
of Montreal, Mr. Morin is a 
former professorial colleague 
of Mr. Trudeau and retains a 
personal admiration vf’ the 
new prime minister.

But I 
venture to say the difficulties 
encountered by Trudeau will

Mr. Trudeau ‘had to show 
Canada could be politically 
and economically independent 
of the United States. But ‘‘he 
is not alone in the game.’ He 
had to convince his cabinet 
colleagues and, anyway, Mr. 
Trudeau's own_ pronounce- 
ments were ‘‘ambiguous,”’ 

In the past it was sufficient 
to state that French and Eng- 
lish were equal but ‘‘now he 
must not only state it, he 
must show it.”” 

“English Canada is ‘going to 
find that Trudeau will be 
quite a nuisance,” said Mr. 
Morin. 


‘IN ORBIT’ 


Would a rejection of the 
new prime minister by Eng- 
lish Canada have a profound 
effect on Quebec? 

“It depends on whether he 
is accepted by Québec,” said 
the nationalist; 

“He’s regarded as not an 
average Quebecer or average 
Canadian. He's jet set, sort of 
inter-planetary, beyond being 
int@frational, in orbit, feet not 
always down to earth. 

“Personally I think he is 
profoundly French-Canadian, 
but one with means, financial 
and cultural, which the aver- 
age Quebecer lacks. A won- 
derful specimen vf an educat- 
ed man. Perhaps this makes 
him a little impervious to the

man,” 


Mr., Morin said Lester B. 
Pearson was- more ‘“‘supple 
and subtle’ than his succes-

| Just a Pipe-Dream? 


By Penny Saver 


What the girls thought I could do with a water-pipe is quite 
beyond my understanding. My eldest and her best friend snuck 
into the house one day last week carrying a small, but obviously 
mysterious box, For the next few hours they burst into muffled 
laughter every time I looked their way. I decided that to be 
curious would put me at a disadvantage and heroically kept 
myself from asking what was wrong. However I kept my eye on 
the mysterious bundle — especially when it suddenly broke in 
half and half disappeared. The solution to the mystery came on 
Easter Sunday when I was presented with a superbly wrapped 
gift by a still giggling daughter. Both she and her.friend, in 
collusion with the rest of the family, had bought their mothers 
water-pipes for Easter. 


As I have gaid, I have ‘no idea what I should do with my pipe, 


much more dainty than the average water-pipe or hooka. ‘The 
body of the pipe is made of amber glass moulded with ‘a tube 
running down the centre and another coming off the side. A briar 
bowl with a rubber gasket to give it a tight seal is placed on the 
top while a nylon or hard plastic bit, also fitted with a gasket, 
attaches to the side tube. When -the body is partly filled with 
water and a fire started in the bowl, the smoke can be forced 
through the water, cooking it and removing some of the tars. 
These hookas stand less than a foot tall when assembled and can 
be held in the hand to smoke. They cost.$5.95. My husband filled 
jmine with tobacco right away and insisted I try a puff. 
Admittedly it is*much better than one of his pipes,-but I refuse to 
be a convert to the’ranks of pipe-smokers.

One more similarity be- 
tween 1772 ana 1967, when we 
were in England. The British 
dan’t like people to be hungry 
except at certain times-of the 
day, mostly inconvenient. 


In 1772 Pastor Moritz “was 
rudely refused servite late at 
night at an inn, andhad’ to 
walk another five miles before 
finding food. 

In 1967, a British solititor 
was suing a hotel which had 
refused to.serve him and his 
wife after a car accident had 
unfortunately delayed them 
beyond regular dining hours.

The world's largest rock 
crystal skull will be on display

The 3>pound skull, 
belonging to a Victoria man 
who: wishes to remain anony- 
mous, is one of three large 
specimens. in~ the world, .as 
indicated by the Lapidary 
magazine February 1967. .The 
magazine lists the other two 
skulls, one in the British mu- 
seum and. the other property of 
Mrs. Michael Hedges of Lon 
don, England. 

The British Museum skull 
tias. been called-the ‘‘Skull of 
Doom” “and. weighs nine 
pounds. It was fashioned over 


about 100 years by patient 
rubbing ‘with some abrasive 
material. 


The skulls, of Aztec origin, 
were-a-sign-of -death—a—kind

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S.| 


Navy researchers: report 
they've obtained evidence the 
universe is a curved, closed sys- 
tem—and therefore inexorably 
doomed to fiery destruction 
some 10,000,000,000 years from 
now. ‘ 

They said the new findings, 
gleaned from the flight .of an 
Aetrobee rocket, appear to pro- 
vide a possibly definite answer 
to a great cosmological question 
that has plagued scientists for 
generations: 

Wil the now-expanding uni- 
verse, with its millions of star- 
filled galaxies, grow forever—or 
is it a closed system whose ex- 
pansion will gradually slow to a 
stop, with catastrophic results?

If you have two small bar- 
shaped magnets to help you,} 
you can figure out part of this 
puzzle for yourself. But the part 
you figure out leads you to an 
even bigger puzzle. This second 
puzzle goes back tothe people 
who-invented-the-eompass-many+- 
ages. ago. They made a slight] 
mistake. 

An experiment is a sort of 
test. It can prove whether an 
old idea is true or not. It can 
prove a brand new idea to be 
true or false. And an experi- 
ment often can help you to solve 
a tricky problem for yourself. 
No young science student is too 
young to do experiments to help 
him brighten up his brain 
power. You.need to try one of 
these test games to understand 
the tricks of the magnet in a 
compass. Find two-small bar- 
shaped magnets’ ard a quiet 
table where -you can use them 
to do some thinking. Chances 
are, each magnet has a letter N 
on one end and a letter S on the 
opposite end. The letters stand 
for North and South. 

Place your magnets on the 
table top. and slither them 
around a bit. You may notice 
that they push and pull each 
other, almost as if they are 
alive. If you place them in a 
line_end to end, they may cling 
together. Or they may pull 
apart. If they cling, you can bet 
you boots that the S end of one 
magnet is touching the N end of 
the other magnet.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 
— A scientist says mothers of 
child bearing age may be able 
to get protection within a year 
against the birth damaging de- 
fects of German measles. The 
next epidemic of the disease is 
due about 1970. 

That. was a report on a.new 
live virus vaccine against Ger- 
man measles given today by 
Dr. Maurice R. Hilleman of the 
Merck Institute for Therapeutic 
Research at West Point, Pa, 

Hilleman said large-scale| 
tests arealready under way in 
the United States and that by 
the end of the year up to 20,000 
children. in five different areas 
would receive this experimental 
vaccine. Tests of other vaccines 
will cover -another 20,000  chil- 
‘dren. 

The virologist said the vac- 
cine successfully passed pilot 
tests with mothers and children 
fn two suburban Philadelphia 
communities. 

Hilleman couldn't say how 
many people would have to be 
given the vaccine before the 
Federal Food and Drug Admin- 
istration rules on its safety and 
effectiveness, 

In th. case of ordinary mea- 
sles-vaccine 10,000 were tested, 
and in mumps only 5,200. .

The federal 
tax ranges from two to 2.6 
cents. 

Mr. Dawson said gasoline 
marketing is one of the most 
competitive fields in Canada, 
adding the competition is not 
only in prices. but also in the 
quality of products and serv- 
ices. 

His company estimated net 
earnings in the first quarter of 
1968 amounted to $5,457,000, 
equal to 56 cents a common 
share, compared with $4,786,000 
or 49 cénts a share in the corre- 
sponding period of 1967.

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‘SPECIAL STATUS VETO ‘SHATTERING’

MONTREAL (CP) 
Quebecers see Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau as ‘‘sort of inter-pla- 
netary, beyond being interna- 
tional,” says nationalis: 
Jacques-Yvan Morin, 


Mr. Trudeau's ‘feet are not 
always down to earth” and his 
election as prime minister 
wil’ probably make a Quebec 
constitutional_consensus—more 
difficult, says Mr. Morin, 36, 
president of the Estates Gen- 
eral of French Canada. 


A gruwing consensus toward 
a “moderate” solution on the 
basis of special status for 
Quebec was shattered first by 
the February federal-provin- 
cial conference—and—now by 
the Trudeau accession, in the 
view of Mr. Morin. 

“We're entéring a period of 
intense agitation and ma- 
noeuvring, probably a period 
of great instability in federal- 
provincial relatiuns. as be- 
tween Ottawa and Quebec.”’ 


Mr. Morin was interviewed 
as the privately-organized Es- 
tates General opened a new 
“in-depth” study—a long se- 
ries of meetings—to ‘ascertain 
constitutional views in Quebec 
and throughout, French Can- 
ada. 


This could lead to the set- 
ting up of ‘‘sub estates gen- 
eral’ in the minority French- 
language regions—the West, 
Ontario and the Maritimes, he 
said. 


TOOK RADICAL LINE 


Regional meetings of those 
groups would perhaps be held 
before another full-scale na- 
tional assizes here in the late 
fall along the lines of last 
November's mecting, which 
amounted to a giant econstitu- 
tional festival of nationalistic 
fervor. Many outside-Quebec 
French-Canadians were 
shocked at the radical tone of 
reSolutions. 

The Estates General is 
made up of French-Canadians 
elected from within the ranks 
of intermediary organizations 
such as school boards, profes- 
sional groups, nationalist so- 
cieties, trade unions, munici- 
palities and chambers of com- 
merce. The November meet- 
ing was attended by delegates 
from ‘all provinces except 
Newfoundland. 

The organization is pat- 
terned after the Estates Gen- 
eral first established in 
France in 1302 to advise the 
government on various prob- 
lems, particularly those deal- 
ing with planned changes in 
the constitution. Associate 
professor in law at University 
of Montreal, Mr. Morin is a 
former professorial colleague 
of Mr. Trudeau and retains a 
personal admiration vf the 
new prime minister. They 
share a common interest, 
human rights, on which they 
both have written. 

“Mr, Trudeau's bid cer- 
tainly constitutes quite.a chal- 
lenge,” said Mr. Morin. ‘He 
wil! try to rally around his 
ideas part of Quebec public 
opinion,” : 

The new prime minister 
was trying to make the Que- 
bec slogan maitres chez nous 
—masters in our own house— 
apply to the whule of Canada

and “while of course this is 
an appealing idea, it is-diffi- 
cult to put into action.” 


“Probably the people in - 


Quebec will be torn between 
the two ideas, building Quebec 
or so to speak, invading Can- 
ada. . . . What will be the out- 
come is hard to say. But I 
venture to say the difficulties 
encountered by Trudeau will 
be far greater than he ex- 
pects... .” 


Mr. Trudeau-had~to show 
Canada could be polifically 
and economically lindependent 
of the United States. But ‘he 
is not alone in the game.’” He 
had to convince his. cabinet 
colleagues and, anyway, Mr. 
Trudeau's own ‘~pronounce- 
ments were “ambiguous.” 


In the past it was sufficient 
to state that French and Eng- 
lish were equal but ‘‘now. he 
must not only state it, he 
must show it.” 

“English Canada is going to 
find that Trudeau will be 
quite a nuisance," said Mr. 
Morin. 


‘IN ORBIT’ 


Would a rejection of the 
new prime minister by Eng- 
lish Canada have a profound 
effect on Quebec? 

“It depends on whether he 
is accepted by Quebec," said 
the nationalist. 

“He’s regarded as not an 
average Quebecer or average 
Canadian. He’s jet set, sort of 
inter-planetary, beyond being 
international, in orbit, feet not 
always down to earth. 

“Personally I think he is 
profoundly French-Canadian, 
but one with means, financial 
and cultural, which the aver- 
age Quebecer lacks. A won- 
derful specimen vf an educat- 
ed man. Perhaps this makes 
him a little impervious to the 
problems of the average 
man.” 

Mr. Morin said Lester B. 
Pearson was more “‘supple 
and subtle” than his: succes- 
sor The Ottawa conference in 
February, in which Mr.. Tru- 
deau played a leading role, 
resulted in the Quebec govern- 
ment adopting a—toughening 
“let's-just-do-it” policy re- 
garding Tifatters in dispute 
with. the federal government. 

Examples included es- 
tablishment of an immigra- 
tior department and Radio

I have 
the impression, however, that 
this solution requires more ra- 
tionality and generosity than 
ean be found in English Can- 
ada, especially at the federal 
level.”
